Recalling how the Jews halted 
before crossing the Jordan into 
tl»e Promised Land and sent 12 
men to search through the land 
before going ahead. Dr. Beck said: 
“They were fearful of what they 
would find beyond the Jordan 
It is strange that only two had 
the willingness to go ahead, and 
history was to prove them right. 
Problems Ahead 
“Today there are those who 
speak of doom and that the days 
ahead of use are perilous days. 
We all noted the great increase 
of church membership in the 
years immediately after the war. 
But four years ago a decline be­ 
gan. The Lutheran church is grow­ 
ing—but by inches And the un­ 
churched have also grown. 
“Wa will have 40 million more 
people in our nation in another 
decade— how many of these will 
we win for the church? 
“There are problems ahead 
The superficiality of what has 
passed too often for Christianity 
must go. In the past *e have 
preached race equality — in the 
next decade we must practice it. 
The Church's Task 
“In the past we have decried 
materialism. In the next decade 
we shall have to show by our 
•pint of sacrifice that we too are 
not materialistic. 
“The church will have to fight 
against social injustice and the 
church cannot continue to ignore 
the break down of morality for if 
the fabric is weakened everywhere 
theres danger that the fabric will 
be weakened in the church itself. 
And the church will have to do 
mort than protest against divorce 
md against juvenile delinquency 
It will have to build homes in 
which there is a true Christianity. 
“The church will have to be a 
kind of laboratory in which the 
works of Christ are taught and 
practiced and we shall have to

Face Charges; Plan Free 
Elections; Keep U.S. Ties

ISTANBUL, Turkey (AP)—Tur­ 
key’s ruling military junta set up 
a board of educators and jurists 
today to writ# a new democratic 
constitution and threatened to put 
ousted 
dictator-Premier 
Adnan 
Menderes on trial. 
Acting swiftly in the wake of 
Friday’s bloodless military coup, 
U. Gen. Cemal Gursel and his 
revolutionary “Turkish ' National 
Union Committee” : 
1. Ordered Dean Siddik Sami 
Omar of Istanbul University flown 
to Ankara, reportedly to form a 
new provisional government. 
2. Pledged free elections would 
be held “soon” to set up a demo­ 
cratic state, but did not set an 
exact date. 
3. Promised that Turkey’s mili­ 
tary alliance 
with the United 
States would remain unaltered 
4. Told newspapers silenced by 
Menderes they could resume pub­ 
lishing at once and ordered re­ 
lease of editors jailed for oppasing 
the strongarm policies of the ex- 
premier. 
5. Ordered the military to dis­ 
arm police throughout th# coun­ 
try. 


6. Guaranteed the safety of all 
foreigners. 
The sudden freedom of Men­ 
deres’ autocratic rule touched off 
an outburst of joy and relief 
throughout Turkey 
Citizens em­ 
braced members of the armed 
forees in the streets and loudly 
cheered the 64-year-old Gursel. 
Writ# New Constitution 
The new Committee of National 
Unity appointed a board of pro­ 
fessors, scientists and jurists to 
write a new constitution for the 
country. 
A spokesman for the ruling 
military junta told newsmen Men­ 
deres would be put on trial “ under 
existing laws if there is a well­ 
founded complaint against him.”
